STUDENT  COUNCIL 
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The  Gainesville  High  School  Student  Council  is  the  organi- 
zation which  represents  the  students  in  school  affairs.  The  Presi- 
dent, Vice-President,  and  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Council 
are  elected  by  the  entire  student  body  and  they  serve  for  a 
period  of  one  year.  The  representatives  are  elected  by  their  own 
grades  and  serve  for  one  year,  also.  The  newly  elected  govern- 
ing body  then  chooses  its  Treasurer  and  Recording  Secretary. 
The  elections  take  place  in  the  spring  of  the  previous  year. 
Freshman  representatives  are  elected  after  the  new  school  year 
begins.  The  Student  Council  is  designed  to  express  the  wishes 
and  needs  of  the  student  body  by  means  of  spokesmen  whom 
the  students  themselves  have  chosen.  The  Council  is  conducted 
very  much  in  the  same  manner  as  our  national  government.

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STUDENT  COUNCIL  PROJECTS 
The  Council  has  many  projects  which  benefit  the  students, 
and  the  school.  During  the  first  week  of  school,  a  "Friendship 
Week"  and  an  Orientation  program  (which  is  carried  out  through 
the  rest  of  the  year)  are  presented  to  help  the  students  get  ac- 
quainted with  the  school  and  the  people  in  it.  The  Council  is  in 
charge  of  assembly  programs  and  it  also  sponsors  a  series  of 
"Career  Nights"  which  aid  the  students  in  deciding  on  a  future 
occupation.  The  special  bulletin  board  which  gives  information 
pertaining  to  scholarships  and  various  professions  of  interest  to 
all  students  is  also  a  Council  project.  All  student  body  elections 
are  handled  by  the  group  and  they  sponsor  school  dances  during 
the  year.  However,  the  main  duty  of  the  Student  Council  is  to 
act  as  a  liason  between  the  student  body,  the  faculty,  and  the 
administration  in  working  on  matters  concerning  the  students.
